Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of species 1 of Figure 5 with claims 1-13 and 
22-30 readable thereon in the reply filed on 12/10/2004 is acknowledged. 

Claims 25-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species of Figures 11 and 12, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 12/10/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full/clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-13 and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. The recitation of the first ends having widths narrower than those of the 
second ends sets forth a structure shown and supported by Figure 6A but not shown 
and supported by the elected embodiment of Figure 5. Therefore, the claim language is 
inconsistent with what is being disclosed by Figure 5. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The recitation "those of the first and second fuses" 
is confusing and unclear because the first and second fuses have first ends, second 
ends and central portions, it is unclear which parts of the first and second fuses are 
referred to as having widths identical or wider than the widths of the first ends. 
Therefore, The phrase "those of the first and second fuses " in claim 22 renders the 
claim indefinite.
